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Scientists Make Coal From 
Leaves and Gross in 2 Hours

Detroit—In less than two hours 


time, grass, leaves, seaweed, wood, 
molasses and cornstalks are chang- 
ed into coal or oil by a new process 
a"nounced today from the Carnegie 
Institute of Technology, Pittsburgh. 


In two hours these Pittsburgh 


scientists are doing what takes na- 
ture millions of years. Their work 
is the most dramatic in the long 
history of artificial production of 
coal, oil and gasoline. Their grass 
oils make good grade gasoline. 


The 
report 
was made to the 


American Chemical Society by Dr. 
Ernst Bcrl, research professor at 
the institute. 


The raw materials are heated, 


under pressure, with limestone and 
other similar chemicals. The heat 
and the pressure abolish time al- 
most literally. 


Moreover the scientists, waiting 


to open the baking retorts, cair th«> future 
have cither coal or oil, as they making crops 


the kind used by the nation's great' 
steel companies. 


The cost, Dr. Berl said, is less' 


than that of the world-famous pro- 
cesses now used widely in Europe 
to convert coal into oil and gaso- 
line. But the costs are not low 
enough 
to 
undersell 
America's 


present rich natural supplies of 
oil and coal. 


The biggest item of expense in 


sight is the cost of transporting 
these raw materials from the farms 
to the coal • and oil making ma- 
chines. Anything that grows in the 
vegetable 
kingdom is good raw 


material for these new robots. 


Soft coal is made in one hour in 


the Pittsburgh laboratory. Anthra- 
cite has not been made, but the 
experiments on it are to begin soon. 


Molasses is partiaularly good for 


making asphalt in these experi- 
ments.

I daily or frequently for the bene- 
fit of the teeth and gums, the blood 
and vitc — celery, carrots, radishes, 


i tomatoes, turnip, cabbasc or cole- 
slaw, lettaces and other greens, on- 


! ions, potato if you like. 
j 
Celery is equal to raw cabbage 


! or lettuce as a source of calcium 
! ihmc) and phosphorus. It is equal 
| to lettuce or cabbage as a source 
| of vitamin A. vitamin B complex, 
and only slightly less rich in vita- 
min C. 
Thc unbleached or green 


leaves of celery arc richer than thc 
blenched leaves or stalks in vitamin 
A. Thc leaves of celery should be 
eaten, not thrown away. 


As fuel or fattening food cel- 


ery is insignificant — it is one of 
the least fattening foods one can 
eat. containing only about a hun- 
dred calories in a pound, as com- 
pared xvith potatoes which contain 
about 400 calories in the pound, 
green peas which contain 460 cal- 
ories in thc 
pound, 
cucumbers 


which contain 65 calories in the 
pound, cabbage 130 calories or let- 
tuce 85 calorics in thc pound. 


Celery contains more food iron 


than apples, oranges, milk, head let- 
tuce, headed cabbage, but less than 
thc outer green leaves of cabbage or 
the green leaves of loose leaf or or- 
dinary garden lettuce. 


For the winter supply of essen- 


tial vitamin C for the family re- 
mote from low cost fresh fruits and 
fresh vegetables a crop of celery 
growing in the basement is a dis- 
tinct advantage, especially if the 
celery is not bleached—the greener 
the leaves the more vitamin C as 
well as iron they contain. Raw cab- 
bage likewise. Raw potato and raw 
onion both provide considerable vi- 
tamin C. Failure of the potato crop 
has been followed by scurvy in thc 
spring many times in medical his- 
tory. 


Scurvy may not mean much to 


most readers today. Yet it is still 
a fairly prevalent disease, tho not 
recognized as scurvy in most in- 
stances because it is generally mild. 
It may deserve discussion in a sub- 
sequent article. 


These days tho family that can 


dig some celery in the cellar when- 
ever they want it, thru the winter, 
is likely to be well nourished.
